Stress is everywhere in our daily life. And it is not 
just men who suffer from it but women and young 
people tao. 

The main causes of stress are: death, divorce, 
marriage, money, moving house, changing jobs, 
ending relationships and taking exams. 

So how do you know if you suffer from stress? 
Do the Stress Test and find out!

Circles like this have appeared all over the 
West of England every summer for the past ten 
years. Farmers have woken up in the morning 
to find strange, almost perfect circles in the 
middle of their cornfields. Now all sorts of 
people are trying to explain how the circles are 
formed. So far no one has given a satisfactory 
answer. 

‘The circles vary from two metres to about forty 
metres in diameter. Experts from all over the world have 
come to England to examine the most recent circles. The 
Amcricans, the Canadians and the Japanese are becom- 
ing extremely interested because circles have appeared 
in their countries as well. 

There have been many explanations for the circles. 
Some people have suggested that the circles are made by 
tractors (but there are never any marks of tractor 
wheels). Others think that they might be the result of 
helicopters hovering over the cornficlds, or even that 
they could be the marks from alien spaceships. One 
witness reported that she heard buzzing sounds which 
‘sounded like helicopters’ and saw ‘strange little lights’ 
which looked like ‘lots of candles’. There has even been 
a suggestion that the marks come from lovesick hedge- 
hogs running round in circles!

Some say he is a genius, others call him arrogant. What 
is certainly true is that Ayrton Da Silva Senna is the 
fastest man in motor racing. He won the World 
Championship in 1988 and 1990 and he has won more 
than twenty Grand Prix altogether. 

Ayrton Senna was born on 21st March 1960, in 
Brazil. At 5ft 9in (1m 76cm) Ayrton is a little taller 
than most other racing drivers. He is good-looking, 
with short, wavy, dark hair and dark brown eyes. 

Senna does not like to talk about his private life. His 
marriage in the early 1980s Jasted a year. “To be married 
to a Formula One driver, he says, 4g an impossible 
lifestyle for a wife. But I will get married again.’ 

He has an older sister and a younger brother. His 
parents live ina large house in the north of S40 Paulo 
but Senna himself lives in Monaco, in Europe.

THE AUSTRALIAN ABORIGINES 
‘Aborigines’ are the first or original 
inhabitants of a country. The Australian 
Aborigines have lived in Australia for over 
40,000 years. At one stage in their history 
there were possibly over a million 
Aborigines. However, when the first white 
settlers arrived in the 18th century and stole 
their land, many Aborigines died fighting to 
protect it. Today only about 100,000 survive. 
Although some still live a traditional life in 
remote desert areas of the Australian 
outback, many now live in poor conditions in 
cities and towns. 

They have suffered for two hundred years 
from white exploitation. However, the 
Australian government has recently given 
some land back to them. This includes 
‘Uluru’ (Ayers Rock), a huge rock in the 
centre of Australia, which is of sacred 
importance to the Aborigines. 

Although winning back this land is 
encouraging, the Aboriginal people know 
there is a long way to go before they win 
back the rest of their land.
